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Aruba s opposition party 
wins parliament elections

ORANJESTAD - Arubans 
concerned by a struggling 
economy and unhappy 
with a local business tax 
voted to unseat Prime 
Minister Nelson Oduber 
after eight years in control 
of parliament. 

The opposition People’s 
Party won 48 percent 
of the vote in Friday’s 
election and will control 
12 of 21 legislative seats, 


according to results 
released Saturday by the 
Elections Council. 

“I am convinced we will 
make Aruba a happy 
island again,” People’s 
Party leader Mike Eman 
said as thousands of 
people unfurled the 
party’s green flag and 
set off firecrackers to 
celebrate.

US vice consul missing 


(AP) — WILLEMSTAD, Curacao - Authorities in Curacao say the Dutch Caribbean island’s 
U.S. vice consul has gone missing. 

Police spokesman Alfred Suarez says officers are looking for 49-year-old James Hogan. 
Suarez spoke on Friday, a day after Hogan’s wife filed a missing-persons report. 


A consul official reached Friday night declined to comment.

San Antonio-based Valero 
has said it will dismiss 
several hundred contract 
workers at the refinery, 
which has been closed since 
mid-July. It has not decided 
the fate of 780 permanent 
employees there. 

The Elections Council said 
85 percent of 64,600 voters 
participated in Friday’s 
vote. It expects to certify 
results by Tuesday. 

Aruba obtained full 
autonomy in its internal 
affairs when it separated 
from the Netherlands 
Antilles in 1986, but the 
Dutch government still 
oversees defense and other 
areas. □

We all have problems in 
life. Whether we call them 
opportunities, challenges, 
or roadblocks, resistance by 
any other name still requires 
more time and energy than 
grace.

Once you learn from 
it, you will outgrow it and 
release it, to make room for 
a new challenge. 

Think of how you will be 
different after the problem is 
gone. 

How will you have grown? 
What new challenges can 
you now face, because you 
outgrew the old?

Welcome tradition: Old Home Days endures 110 years

HOLLIS, N.H. - Old Home 
Days: New Hampshire’s 

original economic stimulus 
plan. 

The language was lofty when 
Gov. Frank Rollins invited all 
New Hampshire natives and 
their descendants to “return 
and visit the scenes of their 
youth” during the nation’s first 
Old Home Week celebration 
110 years ago. 

“When you think of the old 
home, you bring back the 
tenderest memories possessed 
by man; true love, perfect 
faith, holy reverence, high 
ambitions,” he wrote in 1899. 
Behind the formal flourishes 
was a marketing campaign 
with a very practical goal: to 
revitalize not just the state’s 
spirit but its finances. Young 
residents were fleeing family 
farms for big-city jobs, and 
rural areas were starting to 
look a bit shabby. 

“He was urging people to 
come home, not just to visit but 
maybe to buy up some of these 
farms as summer homes,” 
said Gary Crooker of Wilton, 
author of “New Hampshire 
Old Home Celebrations” 
and chairman of his town’s 
event for the past 30 years. 
“And a lot of them did. It was 
successful.” 

Rollins’ idea soon spread 
to the other New England 
states and beyond. Though

the mission and organization 
have evolved over the years, 
many of the activities and 
the overall atmosphere 
have remained remarkably 
constant. Bonfires have given 
way to fireworks displays, but 
parades, music and food still 
dominate most celebrations. 
The Pembroke Women’s Club 
sold 16 varieties of homemade 
muffins. In Hollis, members 
of a Christian youth group 
served hot apple crisp topped 
with ice cream. 

While some towns actively 
reach out to residents who’ve 
moved away, the message 
is more “welcome” than 
“welcome home” in others. 
Natives find a sense of 
nostalgia, while newcomers 
get introduced to their 
communities. 

“We have a large transient 
population and this is a great 
chance to meet people who 
are new to the community 
... but we still believe in 
the tradition,” said Kathy 
Wagner, chairwoman of the 
Old Home Day committee in 
Londonderry. The southern 
New Hampshire town, between 
Manchester and Nashua, the 
state’s two largest cities, has a 
perfect record of holding Old 
Home Day celebrations since 
1899. 

Wagner, who has watched 
the town’s population grow 
from about 8,000 residents to 
25,000 in the 20 years she’s 


lived there, said Old Home 
Days has grown as well. It 
now stretches across five days 
in August, with one night 
devoted to entertainment for 
children, another for senior 
citizens. 

“It’s a townwide party 
celebrating everyone, 

including all generations,” she 
said. “It’s just a chance for 
everyone to get together and 
just have some fun.” 

In Hollis, an affluent 
bedroom community on the 
Massachusetts border, Ann 
Dogherty arrived early to watch 
her 3-year-old grandson march 
in the Old Home Days parade 
earlier this month. Dogherty, 
67, moved to Hollis several 
years ago from Massachusetts 
and said she appreciated how 
friendly everyone has been, 
particularly at Old Home 


Days. 

“I like the closeness, the 
feeling of unity,” she said. “If 
you don’t know anyone, by 
the end of the day you will.” 

In the early years, Old Home 
Week was a top-down affair, 
with the state Department of 
Agriculture keeping tabs on 
which towns participated and 
asking them to file annual 
reports. 

Today, towns have far more 
flexibility and generally hold 
their events between June 
and September. Some are for 
a day; some for a week; some 
every few years. 

The towns now set their 
own agendas, with volunteer 
committees, historical 

societies, churches and other 
groups often taking the lead 
roles. Crooker, for example, 
is chairman of the Old Home 


Day Committee in Wilton, 
which raises about $20,000 in 
private donations to cover the 
cost of its once-every-flve- 
years event. 

The main attraction is a 
scavenger hunt that sends 
participants all over the small 
southern New Hampshire 
town. 

Crooker said the economy 
loomed large this year, though 
not in the original sense of 
enticing former residents 
to buy up property. Instead, 
Old Home Days offered 
those struggling through 
the economic recession an 
inexpensive escape. Though 
individual organizations from 
Scouts to schools use Old 
Home Days for fundraising, 
no one gets rich by selling 
chocolate bars or running a 
dunking booth.□ 


Meltdown’s lasting cultural impact tough to gauge

The economy is really bad, Jay Leno told his 
“Tonight Show” audience in March. 

How bad? 

“So bad that on ‘Sesame Street,’ they won’t 
even talk about the letters A, I or G anymore.” 
Not that Leno was content to leave it at that. 
In fact, in eight months starting on Labor 
Day 2008, the comedian told no fewer than 
863 jokes about the financial meltdown in his 
“Tonight Show” monologues, according to a 
Washington group that monitors such things. 
Counting jokes is straightforward enough. 
It’s a lot harder, of course, to gauge the more 
subtle ways in which the Great Recession has 
impacted our culture: How we interact, how we 
entertain ourselves, how we worship, what we 
wear and buy and read and watch. 

One cultural message has been clear, and Leno’s 
populist jokes reflect it: The country has been 
in no mood to celebrate ostentatious wealth, or 
those forces seen to have brought us to such a 
precarious place in our history. 

But some historians say such a mood is in some 
ways cyclical, a phenomenon that has followed 
past recessions and then disappeared — until 
the next downturn. 

“It’s a critique that emerges periodically in 
our history, that consumption is corrupting,” 
says Peter J. Kastor, a professor of history and 
American culture at Washington University in 
St. Louis. “Those concerns have been around 
since 1776.” But, he says, we are a society 


of consumers, and that’s what will ultimately 
prevail. Others agree. 

“Certainly, you can see more critical attitudes 
toward conspicuous displays of wealth,” 
says Bruce Schulman, a historian at Boston 
University. “And you can expect popular 
culture to reflect those attitudes. But we are 
a country that depends on consumption, and 
that’s why I would not expect us to see really 
enduring cultural changes.” 

Perhaps that’s also why some designers allowed 
themselves a little optimism at this month’s 
Fashion Week shows in New York. The glitz of 
some previous spring seasons was gone, but in 
contrast to the more somber fall styles now in 
stores, one could spy some feathers and even a 
little tinsel from at least one influential label, 
Proenza Schouler. 

“The last thing the world needs is another black 
pencil skirt,” said Proenza’s Lazaro Hernandez. 
“You want something that feels more joyful.” 
And something different, he might have added, 
to bring women back to the stores and keep the 
industry afloat. Designer clothes are, of course, 
accessible only to a few. One can’t say the same 
for movies, which do well in times of economic 
distress because they’re a relatively cheap, not 
to mention escapist, form of entertainment. 
Indeed, Hollywood is coming off a huge 
summer in what’s been a banner year, with 
revenues running at a record pace of $7.4 
billion for the year, 7.8 percent ahead of 2008 
ticket sales, according to box office tracker 
Hollywood, com. Q 
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Wall Street readies for busy week of economic data

NEW YORK - Investors 
are just not sure where the 
economy is headed. And so 
the stock market may be in 
limbo for a while. 

After stocks stumbled last 
week on disappointing reports 
on housing and manufacturing, 
investors are concerned that 
the economy’s rebound will be 
slower than originally thought. 
They may cool their buying 
and even resort to more selling 
until they are more certain that 
the strength of the recovery 
warrants extending the nearly 
seven-month-long advance in 
stocks. 

“The significant advance 
that the market has had ... 
has left some people with an 
itchy trigger finger,” said Jim 
McDonald, chief investment 
strategist at Northern Trust. 
This week, a number of 
data points should provide 
more insight. Chief among 
the reports is the Labor 
Department’s monthly reading 
on the labor market, due Friday. 
Unemployment is considered 
one of the economy’s biggest 
obstacles. 

Investors will also get 
reports on home prices, 
manufacturing, consumer 
confidence, construction 

spending and factory orders. 


Beyond the economic data, 
investors will be watching 
for updated outlooks from 
companies ahead of third- 
quarter earnings reports next 
month. 

As the quarter comes to a 
close, this is the time when 
companies may signal how 
well they have been faring and 
what their expectations are for 
the remainder of the year. 
“Typically stocks will be soft 
going in to the actual earnings 
reports,” McDonald said, 
noting that stocks pulled back 
about 7 percent during the four 
weeks leading up to second- 
quarter earnings season this 
summer. 

The stock market sold off 
last week, weighed down by 
unexpected drops in home sales 
and durable goods orders, as 
well as tumbling commodity 
prices. Investors looked past 
a better-than-expected report 
on unemployment and an 
improvement in consumer 
sentiment. A more upbeat 
assessment of the economy 
from the Federal Reserve 
also wasn’t enough to stoke 
buying. 

For the week, the Dow Jones 
industrials fell 1.6 percent, 
the Standard & Poor’s 500 
index lost 2.2 percent and the 
Nasdaq composite index slid 2 
percent. 
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Though the Fed kept its 
benchmark interest rate at a 
record low of near zero, and 
signaled that it plans to keep 
rates low for some time, the 
central bank is starting to wind 
down other stimulus programs. 
The Fed plans to slow its 
purchases of mortgage-backed 
securities and also reduce two 
emergency lending programs. 
A first-time home buyer’s 
credit is set to expire in 
November. 

Investors are worried that the 
economy’s nascent recovery 
could falter without continued 
government support. 

“It’s quite clear that some 
of these stimulus programs 
have had a favorable impact 
on the economy,” said Ward 
McCarthy, chief financial 
economist at Jefferies & Co. 
That could “create the potential 


for some disappointment in 
the months ahead when these 
stimulus programs expire.” 
The market has been on a fairly 
steady climb higher since 
hitting 12-year lows in early 
March. With the Standard 
& Poor’s 500 index up 54.4 
percent since then, many 
analysts have been warning 
that the market will inevitably 
retreat, and perhaps see more 
selling than the periodic 
pullbacks like the drop stocks 
suffered in June. 

What may ultimately lift 
the market is the fact many 
investors are still not in the 
market and may want to get 
in for fear of missing another 
rally. 

“On the bullish side, we have 
all this cash and people looking 
to get in on the dips, but on 
the bearish side, this market 


has run so much ahead of 
the fundamentals,” said Tyler 
Vernon, portfolio manager 
at Princeton, N.J.-based 
investment management firm 
Biltmore Capital Advisors. 
Analysts say last week’s 
decline doesn’t necessarily 
mean the market’s sentiment 
has changed. If anything, 
investors have come to accept 
that some of the economic 
data, especially on the labor 
front, will be weak for the 
foreseeable future. 

The number of people who 
lost their jobs in August 
slowed from the previous 
month, but the unemployment 
rate swelled to 9.7 percent, the 
highest level since June 1983. 
Many analysts are expecting 
the unemployment rate to 
climb to at least 10 percent by 
the end of this year.Q

LOS ANGELES - Seth Rogen has fulfilled a dream, and he’s 
not talking about starring in the box-office hit “Knocked Up” or 
playing a superhero in the upcoming “The Green Hornet.” 
Rogen co-wrote an episode of “The Simpsons” and lends his 
voice to a character in the episode that airs 8 p.m. EDT Sunday, 
kicking off the Fox show’s 21st season. He’s only the second 
visiting celebrity to both write and act, following in the 2006 
footsteps of Ricky Gervais. 

“As a writer, it always just seemed like the Holy Grail,” Rogen 
said of the animated series. “I can die a happy man now.” 

The episode, by Rogen and writing partner Evan Goldberg in 
collaboration with the show’s writers, plays off the actor’s pre¬ 
filming fitness regimen for “Green Hornet.” The movie is in 
production and set for release in 2010. 

In “Homer the Whopper,” Rogen plays a trainer assigned to get 
Homer Simpson in superhero shape to play Everyman, a hero 
created by Comic Book Guy and played by the rotund couch 
potato. “We wanted to comment on how Hollywood generally 
ruins these movies. The whole joke is Homer is cast to play 
a guy who’s an everyman and they try to make him into this 
physically fit guy,” Rogen said. 

Recording with the cast was “one of the highlights of my life,” 
said the seriously devoted “Simpsons” fan (favorite episodes 
include “Itchy & Scratchy Land” and the one in which Bart sells 
his soul to Milhouse). 

“It was completely surreal. I was just in shock afterward. I felt 
like I had gone skydiving or survived an earthquake,” Rogen 
said. Other celebrities to be heard on “The Simpsons” this 
season include Sarah Silverman, Angela Bassett, Eli Manning 
and Bob Costas. 

As for Rogen’s part in “Green Hornet,” he’s still processing his 
on-screen switch from lovable schlub to dapper leading man. 
He and Goldberg wrote the screenplay. □

MIRZAPUR, India - Young 
boys climbed trees and 
villagers crowded rooftops 
in a tiny dusty village in 
northern India Sunday to 
catch a glimpse of Academy 
Award winner Julia Roberts 
shooting her new film, 
“Eat, Pray, Love.” Scores 
of policemen, armed with 
bamboo sticks, private guards 
and plainclothes security 
guards kept curious visitors 
at bay as the “Pretty Woman” 
star walked about the sets 
created at Mirzapur village, 65 
kilometers (40 miles) south of 
the Indian capital, New Delhi. 
Huge black screens protected 
the sets from television crews 
and photographers. Roberts 
was dressed in a turquoise 
blue tunic and loose pajamas, 
the traditional clothes worn 
by millions of Indian women. 
In the film, she plays the 
part of an American woman 
who leaves behind a troubled 
marriage and sets out on a 
journey of self-discovery. 
Newspapers and television 
stations in India have been 
covering Roberts’ every move 
since she arrived in India 
accompanied by her three 
children nearly 10 days ago. 
Security has been tight with 
nearly 350 local policemen

Movie-maker Polanski arrested in Switzerland

ZURICH (Reuters) - Director Roman Polanski, whose turbulent 
life has on occasion come close to resembling the violent, 
perverse world of his movies, was arrested in Zurich on a 1978 
U.S. arrest warrant for sex with a 13-year-old. 

Polanski, 76, had been due to receive a prize for his life’s 
work at the Zurich Film Festival Sunday evening, opening a 
retrospective of his distinguished film career but was arrested 
after arriving in Switzerland Saturday night. 

Calling Polanski, who won Best Director Oscar for “The 
Pianist” in 2003, one of the greatest film directors of our time, 
festival organizers said they had “received this news with great 
consternation and shock.” 

French Culture Minister Frederic Mitterrand was “stunned” to 
hear about Polanski’s arrest, his office said, adding President 
Nicolas Sarkozy was following the case and hoped the matter 
could be resolved allowing Polanski to return to his family. 
“We are going to try to lift the arrest warrant in Zurich ... the 
(extradition) convention between Switzerland and the United 
States is not very clear,” Polanski’s lawyer, Georges Kiejman, 
told France Info radio. 

Zurich Cantonal Police spokesman Stefan Oberlin said the 
arrest of Polanski, who holds French citizenship, was carried 
out on instruction from the Federal Justice Department in Berne. 
Polanski was arrested in the United States in the late 1970s and 
charged with giving drugs and alcohol to a 13-year-old girl and 
having unlawful sex with her at a photographic shoot at Jack 
Nicholson’s Hollywood home. 

Maintaining the girl was sexually experienced and had consented, 
Polanski spent 42 days in prison undergoing psychiatric tests 
but fled the country before being sentenced. 

Considered by U.S. authorities as a fugitive from justice, 
Polanski, whose films include “Rosemary’s Baby” and 
“Chinatown,” has lived in France, avoiding countries that have 
extradition treaties with the United States. 

“Both the extradition arrest warrant and any extradition decision 
can be challenged in the Federal Penal Court,” the Swiss Federal 
Justice Department said, adding these decisions could in turn be 
taken further to Switzerland’s Federal Court of Justice. 

Few lives have turned into the macabre public spectacle that 
Polanski’s has, first after the gruesome murder of his pregnant 
wife Sharon Tate in 1969 by the Charles Manson murder gang, 
and again eight years later when he was arrested for the statutory 
rape of the 13-year-old girl. 

FANTASIES AND FEARS 

But few directors have laid bare their inner fantasies and fears 
like Polanski in films such as “Repulsion,” “Rosemary’s Baby” 
and “The Tenant” — films of disturbing brutality shot through 
with voyeurism and dark humor. 

From early childhood when he escaped the Nazi holocaust in 
Poland, Polanski’s life has appeared, like his movies, to hover 
precariously on the brink of tragedy. □

Under pressure for nukes, 
Iran test fires missiles

TEHRAN - Iran’s powerful Revolutionary 
Guard said it successfully test-fired short- 
range missiles Sunday in drills meant 
to show Tehran is prepared to crush any 
military threat from another country. 

The display of force comes days after the 
U.S. and its allies warned Iran over a newly 
revealed nuclear facility it was secretly 
constructing. 

Gen. Hossein Salami, head of the 
Revolutionary Guard Air Force, said Iran 
had perfected its short range missiles 
to make them more accurate in tactical 
battlefield situations and defend the country 
from any attacks. 

“We are going to respond to any military 


action in a crushing manner and it doesn’t 
make any difference which country or 
regime has launched the aggression,” state 
media quoted Salami as saying. He said the 
missiles successfully hit their targets. 

The tests came two days after the U.S. 
and its allies disclosed that Iran had been 
secretly developing a previously unknown 
underground uranium enrichment facility 
and warned the country it must open the 
nuclear site to international inspection or 
face harsher international sanctions. 

The missiles tested weren’t the kind that 
can carry a nuclear warhead. 

Iran is developing such ballistic missiles, 
but the U.S. believes that effort has been 
slowed.

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Attorney: OKC bombing tapes appear edited

OKLAHOMA CITY - Long- 
secret security tapes showing 
the chaos immediately 
after the 1995 bombing of 
the Oklahoma City federal 
building are blank in the 
minutes before the blast and 
appear to have been edited, 
an attorney who obtained the 
recordings said Sunday. 

“The real story is what’s 
missing,” said Jesse 
Trentadue, a Salt Lake City 
attorney who obtained the 
recordings through the federal 
Freedom of Information 
Act as part of an unofficial 


inquiry he is conducting into 
the April 19, 1995, bombing 
that killed 168 people and 
injured hundreds more. 
Trentadue gave copies of 
the tapes to The Oklahoman 
newspaper, which posted 
them online and provided 
copies to The Associated 
Press. 

The tapes turned over by 
the FBI came from security 
cameras various companies 
had mounted outside office 
buildings near the Alfred P. 
Murrah Federal Building. 
They are blank at points 
before 9:02 a.m., when a 
truck bomb carrying a 4,000 


pound fertilizer-and-fuel-oil 
bomb detonated in front of 
the building, Trentadue said. 
“Four cameras in four 
different locations going 
blank at basically the same 
time on the morning of April 
19, 1995. There ain’t no 
such thing as a coincidence,” 
Trentadue said. 

He said government officials 
claim the security cameras 
did not record the minutes 
before the bombing because 
“they had run out of tape” 
or “the tape was being 
replaced.” 

“The interesting thing is they 
spring back on after 9:02,” 
he said. “The absence of 
footage from these crucial 
time intervals is evidence 
that there is something there 
that the FBI doesn’t want 
anybody to see.” 

A spokesman for the FBI 
in Oklahoma City, Gary 
Johnson, declined tocomment 
and referred inquiries about 
the tapes to FBI officials in 
Washington, who were not 
immediately available for 
comment Sunday. 

The soundless recordings 


show people rushing from 
nearby buildings after the 
bomb went off. Some show 
people fleeing through 
corridors cluttered with 
debris. None show the actual 
explosion that ripped through 
the federal building. 

FBI agents did not report 
finding any security tapes 
from the federal building 
itself. 

The FBI in the past refused 
to release the security 
camera recordings, leading 
Trentadue and others to 
contend the government was 
hiding evidence that others 
were involved in the attack. 
“It’s taken a lawsuit and years 
to get the tapes,” Trentadue 
said. 

He received the latest batch 
of tapes over the summer in 
response to an April request 
for video from security 
cameras in 11 different 
locations. Nothing on the 
tapes was unexpected. 

“The more important thing 
they show is what they 
don’t show,” Trentadue said. 
“These cameras would have 
shown the various roads and 


approaches to the Murrah 
Building.” 

Trentadue began looking 
into the bombing after his 
brother, Kenneth Trentadue, 
died at the Oklahoma City 
Federal Transfer Center 
in August 1995. Kenneth 
Trentadue was a convicted 
bank robber who was held at 
the federal prison after being 
picked up as a parole violator 
at his home in San Diego in 
June 1995. 

He was never a bombing 
suspect, but Jesse Trentadue 
alleges guards mistook his 
brother for one and beat 
him to death during an 
interrogation. The official 
cause ofKennethTrentadue’s 
death is listed as suicide, but 
his body had 41 wounds and 
bruises that Jesse Trentadue 
believes could have come 
only from a beating. 

A judge in 2001 awarded 
Ke nn eth Trentadue’s family 
$1.1 million for extreme 
emotional distress in the 
government’s handling of 
his death. 

Jesse Trentadue said he has 
received about 30 security 
tapes, including some 
images that were used as 
evidence at bomber Timothy 
McVeigh’s trial. McVeigh 
was convicted on federal 
murder and conspiracy 
charges and executed in 
2001. Coconspirator Terry 
Nichols is serving life in 
prison on federal and state 
bombing convictions. 
Trentadue said he is seeking 
more tapes along with a 
variety of bombing-related 
documents from the FBI and 
the CIA. An FOIA request 
by Trentadue for 26 CIA 
documents was rejected 
in June. A letter from 
the National Geospatial- 
Intelligence Agency, which 
reviewed the documents, 
said their release “could 
cause grave damage to our 
national security.” 

Trentadue said he gave 
the latest set of tapes to 
The Oklahoman because 
of their historical value. 
The newspaper has agreed 
to provide copies to the 
Oklahoma City National 
Memorial & Museum. □

The Pulitzer Prize winner 
died in Maryland, his assistant 
Rosemary Shields said. He 
had been diagnosed with 
cancer, but she declined to say 
when that had happened or 
what type of cancer he had. 
Satire spent more than 30 
years writing on the Op-Ed 
page of The New York Times. 
In his “On Language” column 
in The New York Times 
Magazine and more than a 
dozen books, Satire traced the 
origins of words and everyday 
phrases such as “straw-man,” 
“under the bus” and “the proof 
is in the pudding.” 

New York Times Co. 
Chairman Arthur Sulzberger 
Jr. said in a statement: “For 
decades, Bill’s columns on 
The Times’s Op-Ed Page 
and in our Sunday Magazine 
delighted our readers with 
his insightful political 
commentary, his thoughtful 
analysis of our national 
discourse and, of course, his 
wonderful sermons on the use 
and abuse of language. Bill 
will be greatly missed.” 

Satire penned more than 
3,000 columns, aggressively 
defending civil liberties and 
Israel while tangling with 
political figures. Bill Clinton 
famously wanted to punch the 
curmudgeonly columnist in 
the nose after Satire called his 
wife “a congenital liar.” 
Shields said: “Not only was 
he brilliant in language and 
assessing the nuances of 
politics, he was a kind and 
funny boss who gave lots of 
credit to others.” 

As a speechwriter in the Nixon 
White House, Satire penned 
Vice President Spiro Agnew’s 


famous phrase, “nattering 
nabobs of negativism,” a 
tongue-in-cheek alliteration 
that Satire claimed was 
directed not at the press but at 
Vietnam defeatists. 

Satire also wrote several 
novels and served as chairman 
of the Dana Foundation, a 
philanthropy that supports 
brain science, immunology 
and arts education. 

Along with George Will and 
William F. Buckley Jr., Satire’s 
smooth prose helped make 
conservatism respectable in 
the 1970s, paving the way for 
the Reagan Revolution. 

Satire was a pioneer of 
opinionated reporting. His 
columns were often filled 
with sources from Washington 
and the Middle East, making 
them must-reads for Beltway 
insiders. 

Author Eric Alterman, in 
his 1999 book “Sound and 
Fury: The Making of the 
Punditocracy,” called Satire 
an institution unto himself. 


“Few insiders doubt that 
William Satire is the most 
influential andrespectedpundit 
alive,” Alterman wrote. 
Satire’s scathing columns on 
the Carter White House budget 
director Bert Lance’s financial 
affairs won him the Pulitzer 
Prize for commentary in 1978; 
in 1995 Satire was named to 
the Pulitzer board. 

Critics said Satire made 
loose accusations trumpeting 
various “scandals” by the 
Clintons that were never 
borne out by the facts. “Like 
a pioneering blogger, Satire 
years ago started grabbing bits 
of information and wrapping 
them in the tightest partisan, 
what-if spin possible,” Eric 
Boehlert wrote in the Web 
site Salon in 2004. “When the 
accusation unraveled, he’d 
simply ignore the thud of his 
charges hitting the floor.” 
From 2001 to 2003, Satire 
also published several 
columns pressing the case that 
Saddam Hussein was linked

to the Sept. 11 attacks, calling 
it an “undisputed fact” that 
hijacker Mohamed Atta met 
with a senior Iraqi intelligence 
official in Prague in April 2001. 
The 9/11 commission said that 
meeting never happened. 
Satire’s pun-filled “On 
Language” column exploring 
the foibles and abuses of the 
English language was far 
less controversial, winning 
him more admirers across the 
political spectrum. 

Satire lived in the Washington 
suburb of Chevy Chase, 
Md., with his wife, Helene, a 
British-born jewelry designer; 
they had a son and a daughter. 
Satire, born Dec. 17, 1929, 
to a Jewish family in New 
York City, was the youngest 
of three boys. He attended 
Syracuse University but 
dropped out after two years 
to work as a legman for a 
Republican political strategist 
and publicist Tex McCrary, 
who had a column in the New 
York Herald Tribune. □

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Mora school: Obama would curtail summor vacation

WASHINGTON - Students 
beware: The summer vacation 
you just enjoyed could be 
sharply curtailed if President 
Barack Obama gets his way. 
Obama says American kids 
spend too little time in school, 
putting them at a disadvantage 
with other students around the 
globe. 

“Now, I know longer school 
days and school years are not 
wildly popular ideas,” the 
president said earlier this year. 
“Not with Malia and Sasha, not 
in my family, and probably not 
in yours. But the challenges of 


a new century demand more 
time in the classroom.” 

The president, who has a sixth- 
grader and a third-grader, 
wants schools to add time to 
classes, to stay open late and 
to let kids in on weekends so 
they have a safe place to go. 
“Our school calendar is based 
upon the agrarian economy 
and not too many of our 
kids are working the fields 
today,” Education Secretary 
Arne Duncan said in a recent 
interview with The Associated 
Press. 

Fifth-grader Nakany Camara 
is of two minds. She likes the 
four-week summer program 


at her school, Brookhaven 
Elementary School in 
Rockville, Md. Nakany enjoys 
seeing her friends there and 
thinks summer school helped 
boost her grades from two Cs 
to the honor roll. 

But she doesn’t want a longer 
school day. “I would walk 
straight out the door,” she 
said. 

Domonique Toombs felt the 
same way when she learned 
she would stay for an extra 
three hours each day in sixth 
grade at Boston’s Clarence R. 
Edwards Middle School. 

“I was like, 'Wow, are you 
serious?”’ she said. “That’s 
three more hours I won’t be 
able to chill with my friends 
after school.” 

Her school is part of a 3-year- 
old state initiative to add 300 
hours of school time in nearly 
two dozen schools. Early 
results are positive. Even 
reluctant Domonique, who 
just started ninth grade, feels 
differently now. “I’ve learned 
a lot,” she said. 

Does Obama want every kid to 
do these things? School until 
dinnertime? Summer school? 
And what about the idea that 
kids today are overscheduled 
and need more time to play? 

Obama and Duncan say kids 
in the United States need more 
school because kids in other 
nations have more school. 
“Young people in other 
countries are going to school 
25, 30 percent longer than our 
students here,” Duncan told 
the AP. “I want to just level 
the playing field.” 


While it is true that kids in 
many other countries have 
more school days, it’s not true 
they all spend more time in 
school. 

Kids in the U.S. spend 
more hours in school (1,146 
instructional hours per year) 
than do kids in the Asian 
countries that persistently 
outscore the U.S. on math and 
science tests — Singapore 
(903), Taiwan (1,050), Japan 
(1,005) and Hong Kong 
(1,013). That is despite the fact 
that Taiwan, Japan and Hong 
Kong have longer school 
years (190 to 201 days) than 
does the U.S. (180 days). 

Regardless, there is a strong 
case for adding time to the 
school day. 

Researcher Tom Loveless 
of the Brookings Institution 
looked at math scores in 
countries that added math 
instruction time. Scores rose 
significantly, especially in 
countries that added minutes 
to the day, rather than days to 
the year. 

“Ten minutes sounds trivial to 
a school day, but don’t forget, 
these math periods in the U.S. 
average 45 minutes,” Loveless 
said. “Percentage-wise, that’s 
a pretty healthy increase.” 

In the U.S., there are many 
examples of gains when time 
is added to the school day. 
Charter schools are known for 
having longer school days or 
weeks or years. For example, 
kids in the KIPP network of 
82 charter schools across the 
country go to school from 7:30 
a.m. to 5 p.m., more than three 


hours longer than the typical 
day. They go to school every 
other Saturday and for three 
weeks in the summer. KIPP 
eighth-grade classes exceed 
their school district averages 
on state tests. 

In Massachusetts’ expanded 
learning time initiative, early 
results indicate that kids in 
some schools do better on 
state tests than do kids at 
regular public schools. The 
extra time, which schools can 
add as hours or days, is for 
three things: core academics 
— kids struggling in English, 
for example, get an extra 
English class; more time for 
teachers; and enrichment time 
for kids. 

Regular public schools are 
adding time, too, though it is 
optional and not usually part 
of the regular school day. 
Their calendar is pretty much 
set in stone. Most states set the 
minimum number of school 
days at 180 days, though a 
few require 175 to 179 days. 
Several schools are going year- 
round by shortening summer 
vacation and lengthening 
other breaks. 

Many schools are going 
beyond the traditional 
summer school model, in 
which schools give remedial 
help to kids who flunked or 
fell behind. 

Summer is a crucial time for 
kids, especially poorer kids, 
because poverty is linked to 
problems that interfere with 
learning, such as hunger and 
less involvement by their 
parents. 

That makes poor children 
almost totally dependent on 
their learning experience at 
school, said Karl Alexander, 
a sociology professor at 
Baltimore’s Johns Hopkins 
University, home of the 
National Center for Summer 
Learning. 

Disadvantaged kids, on the 
whole, make no progress in 
the summer, Alexander said. 
Some studies suggest they 
actually fall back. Wealthier 
kids have parents who 
read to them, have strong 
language skills and go to 
great lengths to give them 
learning opportunities such 
as computers, summer camp, 
vacations, music lessons, or 
playing on sports teams. Q 
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Whaf s ugly, smells, kills dogsP Blue-green algae

WAUSAU, Wis. - Waterways 
across the upper Midwest are 
increasinglyplaguedwithugly, 
smelly and potentially deadly 
blue-green algae, bloomed by 
drought and fertilizer runoffs 
from farm fields, that’s killed 
dozens of dogs and sickened 
many people. 

Aquatic biologists say it’s a 
problem that falls somewhere 
between a human health 
concern and a nuisance, but 
will eventually lead to more 
human poisoning. State 
officials are telling people 
who live on algae-covered 
lakes to close their windows, 
stop taking walks along the 
picturesque shorelines and 
keep their dogs from drinking 
the rank water. 

Peggy McAloon, 62, lives 
on Wisconsin’s Tainter Lake 
and calls the algae blooms the 
“cockroach on the water.” 

“It is like living in the sewer 
for three weeks. You gag. You 
cannot go outside,” she said. 
“We have pictures of squirrels 
that are dead underneath the 
scum and fish that are dead. 
... It has gotten out of control 
because of the nutrient loads 
we as humans are adding to 
the waters.” 

Blue-green algae are common 
in waters but not every lake 
develops serious problems 
until plentiful “man-induced” 
nutrients like phosphorous 
arrive, said Jim Vennie, a 
Wisconsin Department of 
Natural Resources expert. The 
toxins released by the algae 
can be deadly. Symptoms 
include rash, hives, runny 
nose, irritated eyes and throat 
irritation. 

No people have died in 
the U.S. from the algae’s 
toxins, according to Wayne 
Carmichael, a retired aquatic 
biologist and toxicology 
professor in Oregon. 

Many, however, have gotten 
sick: “Sooner or later, we 
are going to have more 
acute human poisoning,” 
Carmichael said. 

The scum has killed dozens 
of dogs over the years 
— including at least four in 
Oregon, three in Wisconsin 
and one in Minnesota this 
summer. Wisconsin wildlife 
experts are warning duck 


hunters with dogs to be extra 
cautious this fall. “If the water 
is pea-soup green, be sure 
to have clean water along to 
wash the dog off,” Vennie 
said. “Don’t let it drink the 
water.” 

Fewer than 100 lakes in 
Wisconsin typically have 
some problems with algae 
bloom each summer and the 
ones in western Wisconsin 
causing so much discomfort 
this year are being fueled by 
a perfect storm, Vennie said. 
The last month has seen little 
rain, warm, sunshiny days and 
little wind. 

The blooms just sit there, 
growing, then decaying and 
smelling. 

“Some people say they have 
gotten nauseous and vomited 
from smelling it,” said Ken 
Schreiber, a Wisconsin 
Department of Natural 
Resources water quality 
specialist. 

Officials have banned 
recreational activities at some 
lakes in Washington state 
because of blooms. And in 
Oregon, the blue-green algae is 
the number one water quality 
issue, Carmichael said. 

Yet other countries have worse 
problems, Carmichael said, 
because many have waters 
with even more nutrients than 
exist in U.S. lakes. 

In France, a horse died on 
a beach in July after falling 
into some decaying algae 
sludge. Last year, the Chinese 
government brought in the 
army to remove the slimy 
growths so the Olympic 
sailing competition could be

held. 

Stephanie Marquis, a 
spokesman for the Wisconsin 
Department of Health 
Services, said her agency had 
received 41 complaints related 
to health concerns with blue- 
green algae so far this season. 
Rashes, sore throats and eye 
irritation among the problems, 
she said. 

In Minnesota, Matt Lindon is a 
pollution control specialist for 
the state and he called 2009 
a typical year for complaints 
about algae scums. But for 
some reason this summer, 
Bagley Lake in northwest 
Minnesota, an “historically 
clean lake,” generated 
respiratory and odor problems, 


he said. “It may be related to 
the water level or some new 
runoff source,” he said. 

Loren Hake, 71, has lived 
about two blocks from a 
Lake Menomin in western 
Wisconsin since 1963. 

He feels like a prisoner in his 
own home, isolated by a stench 
“something like a pig pen” that 
forces he and his wife to run 
the air conditioner although 
it’s not that hot because they 
can’t leave the windows open, 
he said. For the first time, the 
couple hasn’t set on an outside 
deck because of the smell from 
the algae-covered bay. 

“I don’t know what they can 
do about it,” Hake said. 


There’s little anybody can 
do besides wait for cooler 
temperatures, Vennie said. 
John Plaza, president of the 
Chetek Lakes Protection 

Association, which represents 
six lakes in northwest 

Wisconsin, said farm runoff, 
lawn fertilizers, septic systems 
and even ashes from leaves 
being burned on the shorelines 
are among factors contributing 
to the algae problems. 

“I have been a user of these 
lakes since 1962,” he said. 
“I have never experienced 
anything like this before. 
It’s nasty. People are saying 
we can’t live with this any 
more.’Q

But the timing of the missile 
tests has been widely 
interpreted as an Iranian 
show of force in the face 
of the international storm 
of criticism over the secret 
facility. 

Tehran carried out the 
missile tests now “to show 
some muscle, show some 
strength, and say the game 
is not over for Iran yet,” 
said Alex Vatanka, a senior 
middle east analyst at IHS 
Jane’s. He noted that Iran 
will be meeting with the 
Western powers in Geneva 
next week. 

“They felt going into 
these meetings next week 
that they needed to have 
something else to bolster 
their position, and I think 
that Iran’s Revolutionary 
Guard showing a bit of 
military muscle here is part 
of that,” he said. 

U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton said she 
doesn’t believe Iran can 


convince the U.S. and 
other world powers at the 
upcoming meeting that 
its nuclear program is for 
peaceful purposes, putting 
Tehran on a course for 
tougher economic penalties 
beyond the current “leaky 
sanctions.” 

The Iranians must “present 
convincing evidence as to 
the purpose of their nuclear 
program. We don’t believe 
that they can present 
convincing evidence, 
that it’s only for peaceful 
purposes, but we are going 
to put them to the test,” 
Clinton told CBS’ “Face the 
Nation.” 

Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates arguingthatpressuring 
Tehran economically and 
diplomatically would have 
a better chance of changing 
the Tehran government’s 
policies than military strikes 
against the nuclear site. 
“The reality is, there is no 
military option that does 
anything more than buy 
time,” he told CNN’s “State 
of the Union” in an interview 
broadcast Sunday. 

The nuclear site was 
revealed in the arid 
mountains near the holy 
city of Qom is believed 
to be inside a heavily 
guarded, underground 
facility belonging to the 
Revolutionary Guard, 
according to a document 
sent by President Barack 
Obama’s administration to 
lawmakers. 

After the strong 
condemnations from the 
U.S. and its allies, Iran 
said Saturday it will allow 
U.N. nuclear inspectors to 
examine the site. 

Israel has trumpeted the 
latest discoveries as proof 
of its long-held assertion 
that Iran is seeking nuclear 


weapons. 

“The revelation of the 
secret Iranian facility also 
demonstrates to even the 
most skeptical people the 
evil intentions of Iran,” 
said Danny Ayalon, Israel’s 
deputy foreign minister. 
“The Iran’s ongoing military 
maneuvers including the last 
one and all their missile tests 
are a huge challenge to the 
international community,” 
he added in an interview 
with Israel’s Channel 10 
Sunday. 

By U.S. estimates, Iran is 
one to five years away from 
having nuclear weapons 
capability, although U.S. 
intelligence also believes 
that Iranian leaders have 
not yet made the decision to 
build a weapon. 

Iran also is developing 
ballistic missiles that could 
carry a nuclear warhead, 
but the administration said 
last week that it believes 
that effort has been slowed. 
That assessment paved 
the way for Obama’s 
decision to shelve the 
Bush administration’s 
plan for a missile shield in 
Europe, which was aimed 
at defending against Iranian 
ballistic missiles. 

Salami said Iran would test 
medium-range Shahab-1 
and Shahab-2 missiles on 
Sunday night and a longer- 
range Shahab-3 missiles on 
Monday, during drills set to 
last several days. 

Iran’s last known missile 
tests were in May when 
it fired its longest-range 
solid-fuel missile, Sajjil-2.

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Suspect arrested in

BAGHDAD - Iraqi 
commandos and U.S. forces 
have arrested a suspect in the 
2006 kidnapping and murder 
of an Iraqi taekwondo team 
whose highway ambush 
became one of the symbols 
of Iraq’s lawlessness during 
its worse years of sectarian 
violence. 

The U.S. military announced 
the arrest in a statement 
Sunday, but did not say when 
it took place or identify the 
suspect. The Iraqi military did 
not immediately respond to a 
request for comment. 

Athletes and sports officials 
were frequent targets of 
threats, kidnappings and 
assassination attempts at the 
height of the civil strife in 
2006 and 2007. Sportsmen 
were targeted for ransom or 
as victims of the sectarian 
violence. 

The military statement said 
Iraqi forces working with 
American military advisers 
captured the suspect in Anbar 
province, a one-time Sunni 
insurgent stronghold west of 
the capital. 

The taekwondo team was 
driving to a training camp in 
neighboring Jordan in May 
2006, when their convoy 
was stopped on the highway 
in Anbar between Fallujah 
and Ramadi, about 70 miles 
(115 kilometers) west of 
Baghdad. All 15 athletes were 
abducted. 

More than a year later, the 
remains of 13 team members 
— mostly skulls and bones 
entangled in tattered sports 
uniforms — were found near 
the main highway leading to 
Jordan. 

News of the arrest was met 
with some satisfaction by 
family members. 

“We are still overwhelmed by 
sadness and bitterness. But the 
arrest of one of the killers will 
bring some relief to us,” said 


Ali Hussein Hamid, whose 
cousin Ahmed Ali was among 
the team members killed. 
Hamid said Ali had been a 
member of the Iraqi national 
team for two years when he 
was abducted. Ali’s body 
was identified through the 
uniform he was wearing and 
an identification card he was 
carrying, he said. 

Several top athletes and sports 
officials were kidnapped over 
that stretch, including the 
Sunni head of one of Iraq’s 
leading soccer clubs and an 
Iraqi international soccer 
referee. A top player on the 
Iraqi Olympic soccer team, a 
national volleyball player, an 
Iraqi tennis coach and two of 
his players were also among 
those abducted. 

Most recently, gunmen killed 
the coach of Iraq’s national 
karate team, Izzat Abdullah, 
a 45-year-old Sunni, near his 
house in Mosul in June. 

While insurgent violence has 
fallen off dramatically since 
2007, crimes committed for 
money — from bank robbery 
to kidnapping for ransom — 
have been on the rise. 

On Sunday, kidnappers freed a 
Christian doctor abducted the 
night before from her home 
just east of Mosul, according 
to a family member. 

Suaad Shamoun said his 
cousin, Mehasin Beshir, was 
released after the family paid 
a ransom. Shamoun did not 
disclose the amount paid. 

Iraqi police searched for 
Beshir after she was taken at 
gunpoint late Saturday from 
her home in a small Christian 
village just east of Mosul, 
225 miles (360 kilometers) 
northwest of Baghdad, an 
Iraqi police official said. 

The gunmen appeared to have 
gained access to the doctor’s 
house, where she routinely 
treated people. A woman, 
apparently working with the 
kidnappers, told the doctor 
she was ill and dropped by 
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Iraqi taekwondo team murders

for treatment. Gunmen then 
stormed in behind the woman 
and abducted the doctor, a 
second security official said. 
There are few official statistics 
on the number and kinds of 
kidnappings, in part because 
the government remains 
focused on the bombings and 
other insurgent attacks that 
continue to plague Baghdad 
and northern Iraq. 

On Sunday, a suicide car 
bomber killed two policeman 
and wounded a civilian at a 
police checkpoint in Ramadi, 
west of Baghdad, a policeman 
said. 

In nearby Fallujah, a roadside 
bomb struck a police patrol, 
killing one officer, a police 
official said. Five people, 
including three policemen, 
were wounded in the attack, 
the official said. 

The officials all spoke on 
condition of anonymity because 
they were not authorized to 
release the information. 
Meanwhile, a police 
commander said recaptured 
al-Qaida-linked prisoners 
do not need to be moved to 
the Iraqi capital as part of 
an investigation into their 
recent break out of a prison in 


Saddam Hussein’s hometown 
of Tikrit. 

Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Maliki wanted the recaptured 
prisoners transferred to 
Baghdad. But provincial 
police commander, Maj. 
Gen. Hamad al-Namis, told 
reporters Sunday the prisoners 
do not need to be moved to 
another city because they can 
be sent to a new prison near 


Tikrit. 

Five of the 16 were al-Qaida- 
linked prisoners awaiting 
execution. At least eight of the 
16, including three al-Qaida- 
linked prisoners, have been 
hunted down following the 
jailbreak on Wednesday. 

More than 100 officials and 
guards at the prison have been 
detained for questioning in the 
case.Q 
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Chavez makes diplomatic inroads in Africa

PORLAMAR, Venezuela - 
Hugo Chavez made diplomatic 
inroads in Africa on Sunday at 
a summit of South American 
and African leaders where he 
offered Venezuela’s help in oil 
projects, mining and financial 
assistance. 

The Venezuelan president and 
Libya’s Moammar Gadhafi led 
about 30 leaders in agreeing 
to strengthen “South-South” 
ties at the two-day summit, 
which was the Libyan ruler’s 
first visit to Latin America. 
“With this summit, a new era 
begins in the unity of South 
America and Africa,” Chavez 
said. 

Venezuela signed energy 
cooperation accords with 
Mauritania, and Niger, and 
Chavez said his government 
would like to help build a 
refinery in or near Mauritania. 
He said he hopes to sign 
another energy accord soon 
with Sudan. 

Venezuela also plans joint 
mining companies with 
nations including Mali, Niger 
and Mauritania, Chavez 
said, adding that “we’re 
going to see results.” He 
said the two regions together 
have enormous economic 
potential. 

Seven South American leaders 
signed an agreement to create 


a regional development bank 
with $20 billion in startup 
capital, and Chavez offered 
to help create a “South-South 
bank” with African countries 
in the future. 

It is unclear how much 
investment and aid Chavez 
is prepared to offer in Africa 
since his oil-producing country 
is coping with a sharp drop 
in its revenues due to lower 
world crude prices. 

Chavez said Venezuela 
signed an agreement with the 
U.N. Food and Agriculture 
Organization offering 

agricultural assistance in 
Africa, from seeds to help 
with irrigation systems. 

The summit on Venezuela’s 
Margarita Island addressed 
a wide range of concerns, 
from hunger in Africa to 
the economic crisis and a 


common response to climate 
change. It also gave Chavez 
an opportunity to increase 
his influence in Africa while 
criticizing U.S. and European 
influence in poorer nations. 
“There will no longer be a 
unipolar world,” Chavez said, 
referring to U.S. dominance. 
“In the 21st century, the 
African Union and South 
America will be truly great 
powers.” 

Gadhafi called for a NATO- 
like defense alliance for Africa 
and South America as leaders 
agreed to link up to gain more 
clout as economic and political 
blocs. 

“We have to form a NATO 
for the south,” Gadhafi said 
Saturday. “And that’s not a 
terrorist action. We have a 
right.” 

He denounced the U.N. 


Security Council as an elite 
club where nations such as 
Libya have no voice, and 
called for the two continents 
to unite to demand change. 
Presidents from Brazil’s 
Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva to 
Zimbabwe’s Robert Mugabe 
agreed on a need for U.N. 
reform, and called for unity to 
speak with a stronger voice. 
“We’re 65 countries with more 
than 1 billion inhabitants who 
want to be heard,” Silva said. 
As for the economic crisis, 
the Brazilian president said, 
“There is no better response to 
the crisis than integration.” 
Chavez blamed the economic 
downturn on “the countries 
of the North” and said the 
crisis reveals the failures of 
“speculative, plundering” 
capitalism. 

“We have to create a new 


international system, and 
we’re doing it,” the socialist 
president said. “The solution 
is in our hands. It’s not in 
handouts from the North.” 
“South-South” cooperation 
was a buzzword at the summit, 
which brought together both 
the African Union and the 
South American bloc Unasur. 
Gadhafi, who has ruled Libya 
since he seized power in 
a 1969 coup, has sought a 
higher profile internationally 
in recent years and is currently 
chairman of the AfricanUnion. 
He met Chavez in one of his 
trademark Bedouin tents, set 
up next to the hotel pool. 
Gadhafi echoed Chavez’s 
concerns about the world’s 
economic powers, saying 
through an interpreter, without 
naming countries, “They think 
the planet is divided into two 
parts: masters and slaves. The 
masters are in the North and 
in the South are the slaves.” 
Zimbabwe’s Mugabe criticized 
economic sanctions imposed 
against his government by the 
U.S. and the European Union, 
but said “we are going ahead” 
nevertheless. The European 
Union and other Western 
nations say that even though 
Mugabe now presides over 
a coalition government, not 
enough has been done to begin 
democratic reforms after years 
of authoritarian rule. □

A spokesman for interim 
President Roberto Micheletti 
warned Brazilian authorities 
to “immediately take measures 
to ensure that Mr. Zelaya 
stops using the protection 
offered by the diplomatic 
mission to instigate violence 
in Honduras.” 

Brazilian President Luiz Inacio 
Lula da Silva immediately 
rejected the missive, saying 
his government “doesn’t 
accept ultimatums from coup- 
plotters.” 

Micheletti didn’t specify what 
he would do after 10 days. He 
has said previously that he 
plans to arrest Zelaya, who 
was deposed in a June 28 
coup. Zelaya faces treason and 
abuse of authority charges for 
ignoring court orders to drop 
plans for a referendum on 
rewriting the constitution. 

But Micheletti has also said 
he has no plans to raid the 
embassy and that Zelaya 
could leave if Brazil offers 
him political asylum. 
Diplomatic ties continued to 
fray Sunday as Organization 


personnel arriving at the 
Tegucigalpa airport were 
reportedly not allowed into 
the country. Government 
spokesman Rene Zepeda said 
visas for the diplomats were 
revoked in retaliation against 
their countries, which severed 
relations with Honduras after 
the coup. It was unknown how 
many or which diplomats were 
affected. The U.S. is among 
those countries that have been 
revoking visas of Hondurans 
representing the Micheletti’s 
government. And local media 
reported seeing Micheletti’s 
daughter Siomara, assigned 
to work as a diplomat at 
the Honduran Embassy in 
Washington, arriving back in 
Honduras after being deported 
from the U.S. 

Zelaya, who surprised the 
world by sneaking back into 
Honduras last week, called on 
his followers nationwide to 
mark Monday’s three-month 
anniversary of the coup with 
a mass march in the capital to 
demand his reinstatement.

legitimate president, and says 
it wants to protect him. 

But Brazil said previously 
that Zelaya’s arrival took 
embassy officials by surprise, 
and Silva asked Zelaya “to 
take care to give no pretext to 
the coup leaders to engage in 
violence.”

A Honduran rights group, the 
Committee for the Defense of 
Human Rights, said Saturday 
that independent medical 


personnel entered the embassy 
and confirmed there were 
some symptoms. But Zelaya 
was in good health, they said. 
Zelaya accused Micheletti’s 
government Sunday of 
bombarding the embassy with 
“electromagnetic radiation.” 
In a statement broadcast by 
Channel 36 television, Zelaya 
did not offer any other details, 
nor specify whether the alleged 
radiation had hurt anyone.Q

Yankees clinch Al last, home field thni postseason 



NEW YORK(AP) Soaked to 
the skin with champagne, Mark 
Teixeira stood on the giant 
‘’NY” logo in the Yankees 
clubhouse and shouted like 
crazy. 

‘’Tastes good!” he hollered. 
Favored to win the World 
Series since opening day, the 
New York Yankees celebrated 
like playoff newcomers after 
beating Boston 4-2 Sunday 


to clinch the AL East title 
and home-field advantage 
throughout the postseason. 
Absent from the playoffs last 
season, the Yankees put a bow 
on this title with their major 
league-leading 100th win. 
‘’Everything is clicking right 
now,” winning pitcher Andy 
Pettitte said. ‘’When you miss 
out, it makes you a little more 
hungry to get back there.” 



Maybe that’s why Derek Jeter, 
Mariano Rivera and a roomful 
of All-Star multimillionaires 
went wild, chanting and 
jumping and spraying each 
other with bubbly. Teixeira 
and many others wore goggles 
to stave off the sting - of 
victory, that is. 

‘T think the way last year 
ended left a bad taste in all 
our mouths,” manager Joe 
Girardi said. ‘’There’s a lot of 
excitement. This has been a 
fun group, and they enjoy it.” 
Hideki Matsui ‘s go-ahead 
single in the sixth inning 
energized the damp fans and 
put them on notice that a 
party was coming. The first 
real bash at the new Yankee 
Stadium began with a most 
familiar scene - Rivera on the 
mound, closing out another 
clincher. 

Catcher Jose Molina leaped 
up from behind the plate even 
before Rivera had fielded 
Jacoby Ellsbury ‘s soft 
comebacker for the final out. 
The Yankees swarmed Rivera 
on the first-base side of the 
mound while players in the 
bullpen streamed in. 

Nick Swisher wasted no 
time putting on an AL East 
Champions hat. The crowd 
responded with a standing 
ovation as the Yankees began 
walking off the field, with 
Jeter at the front and several 
teammates pulling on gray 
championship T-shirts. 
‘’Winning a championship 
is what I came here for,” 
pitcher CC Sabathia said. 
‘Tt definitely feels good - 
first one in pinstripes, first 
one in the new stadium, first 
celebration.” 

The three-game sweep 
extended the Yankees’ 
winning streak to five. They 
finished 9-9 against Boston 
this year, surprising since 
New York lost the first eight 
matchups. 

‘’We’re going to see them 
again down the road, we 
have a feeling,” slugger Alex 
Rodriguez said.

Despite the defeat, the Red 
Sox remain in firm control 
of the wild-card race. Their 
magic number is two to beat 
out Texas for the final playoff 
spot. 

‘’Hope we win tomorrow,” 
Boston manager Terry 
Francona said. ‘’That’s 
normally what we do. Play. If 
you win, move on. If you lose, 
learn and move on. That’s 
what our next chore will be.” 
Still to be determined is who 
New York will meet in the 
best-of-five opening round, 
and when. The Yankees 
will most likely face the AL 
Central winner, either Detroit 
or Minnesota. 

Once all the playoff teams are 
determined, the Yankees will 
get 1 hour to decide which 
playoff schedule they prefer. 
They can choose to start on 
either Oct. 7 or Oct. 8; the 
earlier start date includes a 
day off between the first two 
games. 

Boosted by newcomers such 
as Teixeira, Sabathia and 
Swisher, the Yankees won 


their first division title since 
2006. They drenched the 
high-tech clubhouse, with 
plastic sheets preventing the 
computer screens at every 
stall from getting doused. 

All alone in first place since 
July 21, the Yankees can now 
spend the final week resting 
players and setting up the 
playoff rotation. 

‘T like this team here,” Jeter 
said. Pettitte (14-7) outpitched 
Paul Byrd (1-3), and Rivera 
finished for his 44th save in 
46 chances. 

Boston put two runners on 
base in the ninth. Pinch-hitter 
Victor Martinez ‘s 25-game 
hitting streak ended when his 
grounder was ruled an error 
on second baseman Robinson 
Cano . 

‘’Hard work, determination 
and a bunch of great attitudes, 
when you put that all together 
you accomplish a lot of 
things,” Rivera said. 

After a 63-minute rain delay 
at the outset, the Yankees beat 
Boston for the seventh straight 
time at home.Q 
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Vital! Klitschko stops Arreola after 10th round 



LOS ANGELES —Vitali 
Klitschko gave Cris Arreola 
such a beating that his corner 
finally stepped in to stop the 
fight. Good thing, because 
Arreola wasn’t about to quit 
by himself. 

Klitschko cemented his 
spot alongside his brother, 
Wladimir, at the top of the 
heavyweight ranks Saturday 
night by battering a game but 
outclassed Arreola around the 
ring for 10 rounds. Arreola 
remained upright the entire 
fight but had taken so many 
punches that his comer 
wouldn’t let him out for the 
11th round. 

It was a dominating 
performance for Klitschko, 
who retained his piece of the 
heavyweight title and denied 
Arreola’s bid to become the 
first Mexican-American to 
win a heavyweight crown. 
Arreola was still willing to 
fight some more, but trainer 


Henry Ramirez ended things 
with his fighter still on his 
stool after the 10th round. 

“He was taking too much 
punishment,” Ramirez said. 
“When I told him I was 
going to stop the fight he was 
irate.” 

Arreola spent almost the 
entire fight moving forward 
in an attempt to get inside 
his taller opponent, but paid 
a heavy price as Klitschko 
landed punches from almost 
every angle to his head 
and midsection. By the 
later rounds, Arreola’s face 
was a bloody mess, yet he 
continued to plod forward 
in an increasingly desperate 
attempt to land a big punch 
inside. 

Klitschko put on an 
impressive show, using both 
his reach advantage and his 
considerable ring skills to 
land left hooks followed by 
an assortment of right hands. 
But he was never able to put 
Arreola down, and never 
landed enough big punches to 
make him want to quit. 

“I know I was hurting him a 
lot but he has a great, great 
chin,” Klitschko said. “I was 
surprised he did not come out 
(for the 11th round).” 

One ringside judge gave 
Klitschko all 10 rounds while 
the other two gave Arreola 
one round. The Associated 
Press had Klitschko winning 
every round.

It was the third win for 
Klitschko since he returned 
last year from a four-year 
retirement he said he needed 
to allow his body to heal. 
His brother, Wladimir, also 
a heavyweight champion, 
was in the comer to give him 
advice but there was little 
that needed to be said about 
a performance so dominating 
that there seemed little chance 
for Arreola even after the first 
round. 

“I’m so sorry, I really wanted 
to be champion,” Arreola said. 
“I never wanted to quit.” 
Ringside punch statistics 
showed Klitschko threw 802 
punches, a huge amount for 
a heavyweight, and landed 
301 of them. Arreola was 
credited with landing 86 of 
331 punches. 

Klitschko was a 5-1 favorite, 


but Arreola thought he would 
have a puncher’s chance at 
the very least. He didn’t, 
largely because Klitschko not 
only takes a good punch but 
refused to allow him inside to 
land many. 

Klitschko, who stood a half¬ 


head taller than Arreola, used 
his left jab when he wanted 
Arreola on the outside, and 
threw uppercuts and short 
hooks at him when he tried to 
get inside. He ran his record 
to 38-2 while stopping an 
opponent within the distance 
for the 37th time.Q

ATLANTA (AP)—Phil 

Mickelson capped off a 
tumultuous summer at home 
with a spectacular rally Sunday 
to win the Tour Championship. 
Tiger Woods finished another 
big year by winning the FedEx 
Cup and its $10 million bonus. 
In a riveting conclusion to golf’s 
regular season, its two biggest 
stars shared the stage at East 
Lake with trophies that were 
meaningful in vastly different 
ways. 

Mickelson seized control with 
a 31 on the front nine and 
closed with a 5-under 65 for 
a three-shot victory, his first 
since his wife and his mother 
were diagnosed with breast 
cancer in the spring. Both 
have a positive outlook in the 
recovery, although it has been 
an emotional burden for Lefty 


over the last three months. 

For the third time this year, 
Woods struggled while playing 
in the final pairing. He didn’t 
make a birdie until the 15th 
hole, and by then it was too 
late to catch Mickelson. Woods 
closed with an even-par 70, 
ending his playoff streak of 
eight consecutive rounds in the 
60s, and was alone in second. 
Even so, he received quite a 
consolation prize—a FedEx 
Cup title that rewarded him for 
a remarkable year in which he 
came back from major knee 
surgery not knowing what to 
expect. Woods won six times, 
and was either first or second in 
more than half his events. 
Mickelson, who returned to No. 
2 in the world with his victory, 
finished at 9-under 271. He 
needed Woods to finish eighth 


or worse to have any chance 
in the FedEx Cup, although 
Mickelson still climbed to 
No. 2 and earned a $3 million 
bonus, on top of his $1.35 
million for winning the Tour 
Championship. 

Four players had a chance to 
win the FedEx Cup along the 
back nine. 

Kenny Perry was the projected 
winner until he chopped up the 
par-5 ninth with a bogey and 
completed his meltdown on the 
back nine on his way to a 74. 
Steve Strieker, who only had to 
finish ahead of Woods when it 
became clear Mickelson would 
win the tournament, was in 
position to do that until mud on 
his ball in the 16th fairway led 


to a bogey. Strieker shot a 69 
and finished sixth. 

“I knew it was close, put it 
that way,” Strieker said of the 
FedEx Cup race. “Whatever. I 
played my hardest.” 

Mickelson closed out the 
decade with bookend victories 
at East Lake. He also won the 
Tour Championship in 2000 
when he rallied to beat Woods 
in the final round. This one was 
even more impressive. 
Confident as ever from his 
putting tips from former PGA 
champion Dave Stockton, 
Mickelson rolled in consecutive 
birdie putts of 15 feet on No. 3 
and 30 feet on No. 4, then pulled 
into a share of the lead with an 
approach that caught the lip at 
No. 8 for a tap-in birdie. 

He played the final 20 holes of 
the Tour Championship without 
a bogey. 

Woods, meanwhile, when a 
stretch of 24 holes without 
a one-putt birdie until he 
knocked one in from 35 feet on 
the 16th. 

So who was the big winner? 
“Let me see if I get this straight,” 
Mickelson said. “I shot 65 and 
he shot (70), and he gets a 
check for $10 million ... no, 
I’m just kidding. I didn’t play 
well in the first three events to 
give myself a chance.” 

Sean O’Hair, who was two 
shots behind throughout the 
back nine with an outside 
chance of winning, gave the 
nod to Woods. □
